(rice-cake soup) and play Yut(JtifOI), one of the traditional games of Korea.

^I-t-I). Koreans visit their ancestors' graves and pay respects to their ancestors 
on Chuseok as well. Koreans eat rice with newly harvested crops, and make 
songpyeon together. At night, they make wishes upon the full moon. One 
of the representative games of Chuseok is 'ganggangsullae' the 

traditional circle dance, which is exclusively performed by women. Women 
hold each other's hands, make a circle and Start rotating, singing along under 
the brightfull moon.

In the event of payment delay at workplace, foreign workers can report the delayed payment to the Job Centers or the Labor 
Inspection Division of the Ministry of Employment and Labor. After the report is examined, the foreign workers can claim and 
receive the insurance benefit with the Human Resources Development Service of Korea. In the event an employment contract 
is terminated within the insurance period due to cases other than delayed payment of wages (such as leaving, departure, 
death, etc.), a foreign worker can get a refund about the unexpired insurance premium. This refund is based on the premium 
paid to the insurer (Seoul Guarantee Insurance Co., Ltd.), and earned premium (i.e. minimum insurance premium) is excluded 
in this refund.
